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The Pope Mobilizes His Church for War 


EWSPAPER reporters were amazed at the militant speech of Pope Pius 

N XII to his new College of Cardinals last February 20. Herbert L. Mat- 

thews of the N. Y. Times styled it the ‘‘ mobilization of world Catholi- 

cism,”’ and a call to ‘‘open war.’’ He agreed with other correspondents in Rome 

that at last the Roman Catholic church has openly and officially declared its aim 
for world-wide political power. 


Over and over again the Pope insisted upon the recognition of the ‘‘supra- 
Bational’’ character of the Roman Catholic church, and made it plain, as the 
‘conservative N. Y. Herald Tribune of February 23 put it editorially, ‘‘that tt is 
the deliberate intention of the Catholic church to move more actively into mun- 
dane affairs.’’ The Pope himself passionately declared: ‘‘The church must re- 
ject, more emphatically than ever, that false and narrow concept of her spiritu- 
ality, which would confine her, blind and mute, in the retirement of the sanc- 
tuary.’’ 

- How much politics and how little spirituality the Pope desires may be seen 


from the fact that he mentioned the word ‘‘church’’ no less than fifty-three 
‘times, and ‘‘Christ’’ only three times. 


__ In this impassioned bid for world power by the Catholic church, the Pope 
also declared : ‘‘Only the church can bring men back from the shadows to the 
light ; ‘The supranational character of the church is to give lasting shape to the 
foundations of society; ‘‘Let us put our trust in her.’?

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HOW CARDINALS ARE MADE 


E SECRET CONSISTORY held 
in the Vatican on February 18 for 
the creation by Pope Pius XII ef 32 
new cardinals, like everything else in 
the Roman church, traces its origin to 
a similar practice in the government of 
Imperial Rome of the Caesars. The Ro- 
man emperors also convoked .their 
*‘Sacred College’’ of councillors to 
consult on matters of importance to 
the empire. 


Here are some of the events that take 
place in the making of new cardinals: 


1. At the secret consistory the Pope 
consults only with those already 
members of the ‘‘Sacred College.’’ 
He announces the names of the new 
cardinals and asks the traditional 
question : ‘‘ What is your opinion?’’ 
But he does not wait for an answer 
from the cardinals present, nor is 
any discussion allowed. For today, 
under Jesuit control, the Pope is 
much more of a dictator than he used 
to be. The Catholic church was more 
democratic before the Jesuits came 
on the scene than it is today. There 
was a time when the Pope had to 
consult with the other cardinals be- 
fore making public his choice of new 
members. The above formula has 


now become a mere rhetorical ques- 
tion, and new cardinals—and bish- 
ops—are appointed solely by Papal 
dictate. 


2. On February 20, two days after 
they were named, the new cardinals 
received the ‘red hat’ from the hand 
of the Pope, together with the ear- 
dinal’s ring, with a topaz or ruby 
stone. These are personal gifts from 
the Pope to each new cardinal. When 
placing the red hat on the cardinal’s 
head, the Pope says: 


3. The next day, February 21, the 
new cardinals met in public with the 
Pope to swear their three oaths: of 
allegiance to, the Sacred College; of 
loyalty to fulfill the duties of a car- 
dinal, and to safeguard the rights of 
the Sacred College. 

4. All the foregoing is concluded by 
the curious ceremony when each new- 
ly-created cardinal kneels before the 
Pope who opens and closes the mouth 


of each of them, to symbolize the. 


secrets they are sworn to keep. 
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ATTACKS ON LUTHER 


A BARRAGE OF ABUSE against 
Martin Luther from the Cath- 
olic press was started early in this year 
1946, which is the 400th anniversary of 
the death of the great priest-Reformer 
of the sixteenth century. It was obvi- 
ously intended to forestall the just 
praise of this famous converted priest 
that Protestant journals will not fail to 
print throughout this year. 

One of the most scurrilous attacks 
against the hero of the Reformation has 
come from the Catholic weekly The 
Register. It-was begun in its issue of 
January 6, and continued in subse- 
quent issues. It calls him ‘‘a psycho- 
pathic ;’’ that he taught license instead 
of liberty; that ‘‘Luther’s system im- 
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evitably led in time to a rejection by 
many of all religion;’’ that he was 
responsible for Hitler and totalitarian- 
ism, and that he twisted the Seriptures 
by teaching that we are saved by faith 
and not by works. ‘‘ We do not say that 
he was insane,’’ the writer declares. 
“We do say that he had no right 
to tamper with traditional Christian 
teaching.’’ 

We feel sure that not only American 
Lutherans, but all Evangelical Chris- 
tians will drown out these pitiable lies 
against Luther and the blessings of the 
Reformation by spreading just praise 
of him throughout the length and 
breadth of this free land that owes so 


" much to him. Jewish people also may 


justly join in these enconiums of Lu- 
ther, for only in Protestant-demo- 
cratic countries have Jews been given 
equal rights with Christians.

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WHO WAS THE TRAITOR? 


E OF THE TOP SECRETS of 

the war was the reason why the 
plane in which the actor Leslie Howard 
was lost was allowed to start from 
Lisbon to England in August, 1943. It 
is now revealed that Winston Church- 
ill was to have traveled on the plane. 
But the Allied Intelligence knew that 
the Germans knew this fact and allow- 
ed the doomed plane to proceed on 
schedule, without Churchill, so as not 
to let the Germans know that the Al- 
lies had broken their code. 


An added fact is that the Vatican 
also knew of the secret, as can be seen 
from’ an item in THE ConvEerTED CaTH- 
onic Magazine for February 1944, 
which records that Father Arthur 
Holmes, vice-president of the English 
Catholic Seminary in Lisbon, was 
scheduled to take the same plane but 
was prevented by Vatican or Gestapo 
agents from boarding it. The Jesuit 
magazine America, in its issue for Oc- 
tober 30, 1943, reported this fact about 
Father Holmes as follows: 


“About to take off from Lisbon in the 
party which included Leslie Howard, 
noted English actor, a message was 
given him [Holmes] to report at either 
the British Embassy or the Papal Nun- 
ciature. Neither office, however, had 
any knowledge of the call. Father 
Holmes was still trying to unravel the 
puzzle when news arrived that the 
plane on which he.was to have been a 
passenger, had crashed.” 


If Vatican or Gestapo agents did not 
warn Holmes, then it must have been 
someone in the Allied Intelligence who 
endangered the whole course of the war 
and millions of American lives to save 
this Catholie prelate from death. 


A Congressional investigation of this 
matter should be demanded. 
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FALSE LOYALTY 


ae CONVERSION of a priest is 

primarily an effort to preserve his 
self-integrity. It calls for disloyalty to 
a grandiose institution for selfish rea- 
sons. For in spiritual matters one must 
be selfish, since salvation is necessarily 
something solely between the individual 
soul and God. 

It has been well said that many will 
not hesitate to compromise the things 
of God for the sake of an institution, 
but few will compromise an institution 
for the sake of God. That is the choice 
before a priest when he discovers that 
his church organization is an obstacle 
to his spiritual welfare. For absolute 
loyalty to the organization is a requi- 
site for salvation in the Roman Cath- 
olie church. 


This is not the case, however, with 
Protestant clergymen, since a Protes- 
tant minister may oppose his church 
organization without jeopardizing his 
soul’s salvation. He may change to an- 
other denomination without loss even 
of social prestige or economic standing, 
or he may continue to preach the Gos- 
pel without membership in any church 
institution whatever. 

There come times in the life of every- 
one when it is treasonable to be truth- 
ful, and to be loyal is to be falsely true. 
This is especially the case with many 
otherwise honest priests of the Cath- 
olic church. They consider themselves 
irrevocably tied to an organization that 
they believed at first to possess the only 


way of salvation for themselves and 
the whole world. By the time they be- 
come aware of the deception practised 
upon them, they say it is too late and 
too difficult to leave it. To remain with- 
in the organization and admit the de- 
ception, they say, is like being disloyal 
to the mother that bore you, or to be 
like an officer of a bank who, knowing 
the bank is crooked, warns depositors 
to withdraw their money from it. Thus 
they remain loyal to the church and be- 
come untrue to themselves. 

The self-integrity of a priest in this 
position is soon completely lost; it is 
swallowed up like a drop in the ocean” 
of loyalty to and dependence upon his 
church’s external organization. His 
spiritual degeneracy is complete. He 
trusts blindly to the church to cover up 
his sins and to save him, and he teaches 
the same to his people. He will fiercely 
resent any criticism of this unquestion- 
ing false loyalty, for he has no other 
hope to which he ean cling. 

Forgotten is the warning of Christ: 
“‘If any mian love father or mother

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PROTESTANTISM MUST ARISE OR PERISH 


EFORE we are driven into the fa- 

tal whirlpool of a third world war, 
Americans should fully inform them- 
selves concerning the forces that are 
driving us into it. Whether we agree or 
disagree with the views of the Roman 
Catholic church, no one can deny the 
fact that its spokesmen and its press 
are openly building up public senti- 
ment that must inevitably lead to war 
against Russia. Archbishop MeNicholas 
of Cincinnati, for instance, recently 
stated, according to the Catholic Regis- 
ter of January 6, that, ‘‘ War with Rus- 
sia is inevitable.’’ Every page of Cath- 
oli¢e newspapers—all of them official 
organs of Roman Catholic dioceses and 
religious orders—reeks with hate and 
incitement to war against the Soviet 
Union. 


Following is a sample of what is 
preached on public platforms by the 
highest prelates and most outstanding 
laymen of the Roman Catholic church. 
It is from a speech delivered by (Mass. ) 
Judge John E. Swift, supreme knight 
of the Knights of Columbus, at a van- 
quet at the Copley Plaza in Boston on 
January 20 of this year, in the presence 
of Archbishop Cushing, Governor To- 
bin, Mayor James M. Curley, Senator 
David I. Walsh and a host of other 
prominent people. Judge Swift declar- 
ed in part, as reported in the Boston 
Post of January 21: 

“The sinister forces that now dominate 

the world are feverishly hastening, be- 

hind the false front of anti-Fascism, to 
precipitate a minority revolution and to 
foist a communistic government on 

Catholic Spain and Catholic Argentina, 

so that, once the tyrant’s heel has 

spiked the neck of those hapless na- 
tions, the blood of American boys can 
be spilled to quench all hoge of Spanish 
or Catholic emancipation ... All the 


world knows that Godless Russia has 
torn the Atlantic Charter to tatters and 
enslaved millions of our fellow Catho- 
lics, all the way from Finland and Po- 
land to Catholic Austria and Yugoslavia 
and almost to thevery gates of Rome.”’* 


This call for a holy crusade against 
Russia is multiplied a thousand times 
in Catholic newspapers and magazines, 
and is repeated daily from mouth to 
mouth among Roman Catholic people 
everywhere you go. By the time it 
reaches the people, it has descended to 
the stage of obscene anti-Semitism, pro- 
Nazi venom against Russia and that 
‘*so-and-so’’ Roosevelt ‘‘who forced us 
to fight the Nazis to please the Jews.’’

E GROWING TENSION be- 

tween Protestants and Catholics 
in Mexico should receive the serious 
attention it deserves. Catholic opposi- 
tion there has increased to such an ex- 
tent against Protestant missionary ac- 
tivities that Dr. Gonzalo Baez Camargo, 









































Christian Century, recently warned 
that this Catholic opposition had grown 
into ‘‘a fierce campaign which aims at 
the complete extirpation of freedom of 
worship south of the Rio Grande.’’ A 
recent article in Catholic Digest puts 
the blame for the danger of ‘‘a disas- 
trous interreligious war in Mexico that 
could spread to South America’’ on the 
“Protestant campaign’’ to convert the 
Mexicans to Evangelical Christianity. 
The arguments for the Protestant 
side may be summarized as follows: 


1. In the view of Dr. Robert E. Speer, 
Presbyterian missionary executive, 
Protestantism, which is free from su- 
tition, which teaches Gospel 
ristianity and which is socially up- 
lifting, can alone meet the needs of 
Central and South American peo- 
ple; the Roman Catholic church has 
not given the peoples of Latin Amer- 
iea the teachings of Christianity, but 
rather the beliefs and practices of a 
thinly disguised paganism; the peo- 
ple as a whole do not want the Cath- 
olie religion and revile their priests. 
2. Other reasons in favor of Protes- 
tant freedom to preach the Gospel in 
Mexico and other Latin-American 
countries are the low moral standard, 
the poor character of the Catholic 
priesthood, and the assurance that 
Evangelical Christian teaching can 
bring about a self-cleansing of the 
Catholic church itself.

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3. The uplifting work already ac- 
complished by Protestant missions 
in Mexico is proof of the need for 
further expansion of their activities. 
The Methodists are building a hos- 
pital in Mexieo City at the cost of 
300,000 pesos and are adding ten new 
churches in leading cities. The Pres- 
byterians have greatly increased their 
work in 22 of its states. A library 
of Christian literature has been set . 
up by grants of the Hazen Founda- 
tion, and Christian Student move- 
ments have sprung up in many plac- 
es. The Salvation Army last year 
distributed two million copies of the 
Gospels, and the Lutherans are send- 
ing missionaries into many backward 
parts of the country. 

Dr. W. Stanley Ryeroft, director of 
the Committee on Cooperation in Latin 
America, puts it suecinctly as follows: 
“The Catholic Church, which had a 
monopoly for 400 years, has somehow 
lost its grip on the minds and hearts 
of the people of Latin-American coun- 
tries. . Latin America is at a formative, 
foundation-laying period of its his- 
tory, and needs a vital faith by which 
to live, and a Gospel that will remake 
the social and moral fabric of its life.’’ 


Against these Protestant arguments, 
the Catholics object as follows: 


1. This Protestant ‘‘invasion’’ of La- 
tin-American countries is a danger 
to the efforts to create a better un- 
derstanding between them and the 
United States. 

2. Protestant missionary activity 
creates fears among Mexicans of a 
plot of ‘Yankee Imperialism’ to oust 
the Catholic church and to put Prot- 
estantism in its place as a part of its 
political and commercial aims.

‘Leftism,’ is the one great obstacle that 
stands in the way of this pressing am- 
bition of Roman Catholic strategists. 
Mexican leaders, who are not Protes- 
tants but who are concerned over the 
growing political power of the Catholic 
church, are conscious of this fact that 
the conflict between Protestant and 
Catholic forces in Mexico is not so much 
religious as political. They are fully 


aware that the plan of the Catholic 
church is to ‘‘kill two birds with the 
one stone,’’ namely, to wipe out Pro- 
testant competition in religious matters, 
and by this means keep the people of 
Mexico under the political control of 
the Catholic church. This was clearly 
brought out by the fearless editorial of 
Martin Luis Gazman in a recent issue 
of his paper Tiempo, that caused an 
immediate storm of abuse and threat 
of boycott from Catholic circles. His 
house was stoned and he barely escaped 
with his life. 

Stressing that Tiempo ‘‘is respectful 
of all true religion, but not of manifes- 
tations by which a militant and inva- 
sive religious interest endeavors to en- 
throne itself and enslave all,’’ editor 
Guzman called att¢htion to the ‘‘ week 
of idolatry’’ that accompanied the cele- 
bration of the 50th anniversary of the

‘‘Tiempo consjders as a danger to

For then, a 
history proves, Catholicism converts 
itself into an instrument of political 
and social predominance endowed 
with indisputable force, since the 
Church alone may speculate with its 
supposed power of being able to open 
the doors of heaven to those wh0 
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obey her and to close them to those 
who rebel or do not follow her teach- 
ings. 

‘*Tiempo does not believe that uni- 
ty of the Mexican nation can be rea- 
lized under the trusteeship of the 
Catholic church; on the contrary, it 
believes that the doctrines taught 
by the Catholic church have always 
been an irreducible cause of disunion, 
‘because Catholicism denies freedom 
of thought, free inquiry and de- 
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home in the early hours of the morn- 
ing. 

‘Tiempo considers the whole thing a 
corruption of the Mexican intellect, 
and an ominous danger to the future 
of Mexico to turn over the people, de- 
fenseless and ignorant as they are, 
into the hands of the clever, subtle 
and experienced organization of the 
Catholie church.’’ 


Here, then, is the answer to the con- 


stant insistence of the Catholic church 
that its religious beliefs and practices 
alone must be protected by the State 
and kept free from criticism or inter- 
ference. It is the old story of feeding 
the masses of the simple people with 
superstitious beliefs and making them 
trust in the ‘power’ of idolatrous 
shrines and miraculous apparitions. It 
is all accompanied by the outward pro- 
fession of enhancing the glory and 
power of God, but in reality to sustain 
and increase the power of the church’s 
organization.

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INTERNATIONALIZING THE COLLEGE OF 
CARDINALS 


By J. J. Murpuy 


HE SUDDEN MANEUVER of the 

policy-makers of the Catholic church 
to internationalize the College of Car- 
dinals took the world by surprise when 
the names of the thirty-two new. cardi- 
nals were announced by Pope Pius XII 
last Christmas Eve. 

The surprise would have been less if 
the general public realized that one of 
the secrets of the Roman church’s poli- 
tical power is its ability to make swift 
and apparently sweeping changes in its 


external organization and propaganda ~ 


front—without sacrificing any of - its 
basic reactionary principles. This shift 
in tactics within the church’s narrow 
sphere of medieval principle can be 
accomplished more easily in modern 
times, because today the church is com- 
pletely under the domination of the 

Jesuits who are masters of policital 
~ opportunism. 

For practically 600 years the con- 
trolling power of the College of Car- 
dinals has been in the hands of Italian 
cardinals who always had a majority of 
members in the College and elected 
Italian popes. When the Jesuits, after 
the Reformation, first took over the 
power of the church they approved this 
custom, for Italian prelates were so 
uneducated and naive that they fur- 
nished a good front behind which the 
Jesuits were able to centralize and gain 
control of the international Catholic 
church. In addition, since Italy then 
lacked any national movement, there 
was no danger of Italian prelates be- 
ing tempted to sacrifice the political 
welfare of the church to that of their 


native country, as might have been 
ease if a French or German cardinal 
were elected pope. 

There was a time, before the Jesuii 
came on the scene, when popes and ea 
dinals and bishops of the Roman Ca: 
olic church showed signs of liberal te 
dencies. But the Jesuits condemn the 
as having helped bring on the Prot 
tant Reformation. The Jesuit Fath 
Robert I. Gannon, president of Fort 
ham University, for instance, once v¥ 
fied these pre-Reformation rulers 
the church as follows: 

“It was the Italian Popes themselves- 

the Popes and Cardinals and Bishops o 

the Renaissance—who buffeted the fae 

of Christ and tore His seamless g 

ments into shreds. For they were a 

of dead pagans who paraded as 

Catholics, dressed in the holy vestme 

of the priesthood and soaked with @ 

spirit of the world.” 

After the Jesuits took over power i 
the Catholic church, they saw to it that 
there would be no more popes of 
kind, either elected or allowed to li 


In recent years there have aris 
several reasons why the Jesuits pr 
ferred to shift control of the Colleg 
of Cardinals out of Italian hands. On 
is that Italian prelates today have b 
come extremely nationalist. Another i 
that the modern trend, especially po 
war, is toward internationalism. Th 
the more international the Catholit 
church can appear, the greater will & 
its prestige and political power unde 
the guise of a ‘‘neutral, internation 
state.’’ 


But a still greater reason is that 
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- Jesuits themselves are essentially inter- 


national both in organization and aims. 
The General.of the Jesuits, the Black 
Pope, has been frequently a German, a 
Frenchman, a Pole or a Hollander. 
Their one and only aim has been to 
gain greater power for the Roman 
church, regardless of nationalities. It 
is only natural that the Jesuits used 
naive Italians to get control of the 
church, but once their control was uni- 
versal they moved to interns‘ionalize 
it. For in this as in everything else 
they considered their own Order the 
model and pattern of what the whole 
church should be. 


Now in these post-war days, when 
the Jesuits have proved to their satis- 
faction that their control of the uni- 
versal church is unchallengeable, they 
ean safely discard Italian control which 
they no longer need. In its place they 
plan to substitute an international 
facade, in keeping with the shift of 
power toward America, by appointing 
for the first time a large number of car- 
dinals from the American hemisphere. 
This maneuver has attained its pur- 
pose, for the press everywhere has hail- 
ed it as proof that the Roman church 
is becoming more ‘democratic’ and in- 
ternational. 

Actually this shift of papal props in 
no way changes the reactionary princi- 
ples and aims of the Roman church. It 
would have a century ago, when all 
mid-European bishops and American 
bishops were appointed independently 
of the Jesuits. But today every bishop 
is appointed indirectly by the Jesuits 
in Rome, regardless of what country 
he belongs to. As a result there are 
practically no bishops who are not sub- 
servient to the Jesuits or who would 
even dream of contesting their control 
of the church. The one or other dissi- 
dent who has a black mark against him, 
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like Archbishop Curley of Baltimore 
and Washington, will never be named 
a cardinal or given the power to vote 
for a pope who might resent Jesuit con- 
trol. 

Cardinal Spellman is typical of the 
subservient, Jesuit-dominated prelate 
of today. As far as the Jesuits are con- 
cerned, he is just as safe and obedient 
as the most simple-minded Italian prel- 
ate ever was. He even took his Jesuit 
political mentor, Father’ Gannon of 
Fordham University, with him on his 
recent trip to Rome; just to make cer- 
tain that he would not make a misstep 
that might displease the Jesuits. With 
such non-Italian prelates as Spellman, 
the Jesuits can attain their objectives 
much easier behind a non-Italian, in- 
ternational facade—even if Spellman 
were made pope. 

It should not be overlooked that in 
choosing new cardinals the Jesuits saw 
to it that those named were as reaction- 
ary as the most medieval-minded Itali- 
an. The new cardinals of Latin Amer- 
ica are Jesuit-trained and notoriously 
anti-democratic. They are all European 
in their outlook, and openly pro-Fran- 
co. They have vied with one another in 
their war on religious freedom in their 
respective countries. 

As to the North-American.appointees 
to the cardinalate, Cardinal Glennon is 
the only one who ever showed the faint- 
est trace of liberalism. His appoint- 
ment is a mere gesture of broadminded- 
ness on the part of Rome, since he is 
eighty-three years old and fairly close 
to death. Cardinal Stritch was conspic- 
uous before the war for his opposition 
against the draft and other defense 
measures and even during the war for 
speeches that belittled demoeracy. Car- 
dinal Mooney worked under Jesuit eyes 
in the Roman Curia and diplomatic 
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service for years. He was considered so 
obedient to their wishes that he was 
chosen to head the archdiocese of De- 
troit, where Father Coughlin was the 
mouthpiece of Jesuit Fascism. He did 
his work well by allowing Father 
Coughlin to continue his propaganda 
until public. opinion and government 
intervention condemned it as sedition 
in time of war and put a sudden end to 
it. Even then Archbishop Mooney pre- 
vented a Congressional investigation of 
Coughlin’s sedition. 

Of Cardinal Spellman little needs to 
be said. He has done political wonders 
for the Vatican around the world un- 
der the guise of his Americanism and 
democracy, with all expenses paid by 
the U. S. Goverment at taxpayers’ ex- 
pense. An intriguing ‘false-fronter’ he 
showed his true colors in his white- 
washing of Franco as a‘‘ Christian gen- 
tleman.”’ 

Only tolerant Americans imagine 
that the church of Rome could under- 
go a change of heart. It has gained its 
power by force and intolerance, and 
knows that it can retain them only by 
the same means. For these reasons it 
must fight democracy, which brings 
with it higher education and freedom 
of thought that would spell doom to 
Rome’s dogmas. But in its fight for re- 
action Rome is willing, when the need 
arises, of traveling under false colors. 
This is called its doctrine of ‘‘toler- 
ance’’ which is defined in the Catholic 
Encyclopedia (XIV, 763) as ‘‘the de- 
liberate closing of one’s eyes to evil 
conditions so as not to be obliged to 
take measures against them.”’ 

The Roman Catholic church will tol- 
erate democracy as long as it is forced 
to, but meanwhile it will work against 
it and, when it has been vanquished, 
the church will appear again in its true 
medieval colors of dictatorship and in- 
tolerance. 
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WHY THE NAZIS 
PERSECUTED PRIESTS 
Mane have wondered why so many 

Polish Catholic priests were im- 
prisoned by the Nazis, and Catholic 
propagandists in America have used 
this fact as proof that the Catholic 
church was not friendly to Hitler’s re- 
gime. Even while these things were hap- 
pening during the war, we found it 
very difficult to convince people that 
persecution of priests wnder Fascism 
and Nazism was actually the work of 
the Catholic Church itself, in collabo. 
ration with the Gestapo. 


Proof of this is now coming to light. 
One of the first acts of the present gov- 
ernment in Poland was to renounce the 
concordat between the Vatican and the 
former government of Poland, chiefly 
because the Vatican appointed German 
bishops in Poland to force obedience of 
Polish, Catholic priests to their Nazi 
rulers. Among these~was Bishop Karl 
Maria Splett, who was brought to trial 
in Danzig on January 31 of this year, 
charged, according to the N. Y. Herald 
Tribune report of February 2, with 
‘collaborating with the Gestapo 
and of causing many Polish priests to 
be sent to concentration camps.’’ Later 
reports from Warsaw stated that Bish- 
op Splett had been found guilty and 
sentenced to eight years’ imprisonment. 


| It should really surprise no one that 
atholic church authorities should co- 


/operate in persecuting its own priests 


and people if they refuse to fall in with 
its political plans as set by Rome. It 
was for this purpose that the Inquisi- 
tion was established in days gone by. 
In our time, the Nazi Gestapo, with 
Catholic Heinrich Himmler at its head, 
was used, instead. For the object of the 
Vatican’s concordats with the Axis 
dictators was to wipe out all liberal 
groups within the Catholic church as 
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well as in the State, and thereby unite 
all of Europe in a kind of revived Ro- 
man Empire under the authoritarian 
control of Pope and dictators. Priests 
in Poland and other small countries 
naturally resented this and joined with 
their people in fighting for their coun- 
try’s independence,. against both the 
Nazis in government affairs, and Ger- 
man bishops in church matters. 


Catholics in America cannot under- 
stand this, and resent every criticism 
of Catholic church polities as religious 
intolerance. They will not believe that 
the most bitter enemies of the Catholic 
hierarchy in European countries are 
not Protestants or communists, but the 
Catholic people and priests themselves, 
who have to fight their church’s poli- 
cies in self-defense. What confuses the 
issue still more is that here and there 
even some bishop or cardinal will fight 
the Vatican in defense of their people’s 
rights. This happened in Spain where 
a bishop and a cardinal opposed Fran- 
co and were ousted for so doing. 


The full story of the fight within the 
Catholic church itself between the two 
warring factors of liberals and authori- 
tarians may be seen in our book, Be- 
hind the Dictators. 
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CATHOLIG CATECHISM* 
TAUGHT IN PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 


ORTH DAKOTA is again in the 

throes of a conflict with the Cath- 
olic church over the teaching of the 
Catholic religion by priests and nuns 
in publie schools. Complaints have been 
made to State Superintendent of Pub- 
lie Instruction A. E. Thompson that 
nuns employed as teachers in the pub- 
lie school in Selfridge, N. D., are con- 
tinuing to give denominational religi- 
ous instruction during school hours. 
Recently the Selfridge school board 
had assured Mr. Thompson that the 
practice would be stopped. 


According to the Mandan (N.D.) 
Daily Pioneer of February 11 of this 
year, the principal of Selfridge school 
is a Catholic priest, Rev. Victor Hein- 
en, and all five instructors under him 
are nuns. A total of 75 Catholic nuns 
are. employed as school teachers in 
North Dakota’s 17 school districts. On 
February 9, Mr. Thompson received 
complaints from residents of Selfridge 
that the nuns ‘‘still carry on as they 


please and teach catechism.’’ 


Employment of Catholic nuns as 
public-school teachers is legal in North 
Dakota, Mr. Thompson said, but not 
their teaching of catechism during 
school hours. Recently at Solen, N. D., 
objection was raised to priests and nuns 
teaching in the publie school there 
dressed in their religious garb. 


Similar instances of Catholic church 
encroachment on the Ameriean princi- 
ple of separation of church and state 
in public-school education come trom 
many other parts of the country. The 
matter is of serious import and needs 
the active interest of all freedom-lov- 
ing Americans. 
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CATHOLICISM’S MORAL CODE

THOROUGH understanding 
te of Roman Catholicism is not 

possible without a grasp of the 
peculiar structure of its system of mor- 
al theology. It is the key to its world- 
wide political power. It not only fur- 
nishes a pretext for invading every 
phase of social and political life, but is 
also the means by which the church 
holds in check its millions of adherents 
and dominates their aims and purposes. 
It is a moral system that has to be in- 
genious. On the one hand, it must fly 
the colors of abstract virtue, and, on 
the other, maintain for political pur- 
poses the powerful support both of 
those who ignore religion and those 
who condemn it. 


The Catholic moral system as it 
exists today has been fashioned by the 
Jesuits in the war against Protestant- 
ism for which they were founded. It 
has two direct aims: first, to counter- 
act the Protestant glorification of the 
individual conscience by establishing a 
moral system that will subject consci- 
ences to the guidance and dictates of a 
supreme and highly centralized church 
authority; second, to grasp and hold 
the allegiance both of the masses and 
its corrupt political leaders without 
either castigating their, consciences or 
giving open approval to their immor- 
alities. This system can be described in 
two words: confession and casuistry. 
Confession is the means of dictating to 
consciences by a centralized authority. 
Casuistry is an intricate system of hair- 
splitting morality out of existence. 


To assure a strictly objective treat- 
ment of this study of the development 
and nature of the moral code of the 
Catholic church, the writer will not 
draw upon his personal experiences as 
a priest, but will call upon the evidence 
of unimpeachable authorities in the 
field of moral theology. 


THE POWER OF THE CONFESSIONAL 


Power over the human heart and the 
most secret of human emotions means 
power over the mind and will of man. 
This the Jesuits realize. They know too 
that it is in the confessional, where the - 
soul lays bear its most intimate emo- 
tions, that control of the Catholic con- 
science must be obtained. Without this 
moral control the centralization of the 
church and dominance of the Vatican 
would be worthless. 


The well-known theologian and his- 
torian, Dr. William K. Rockwell of 
Union Theological Seminary in New 
York, has expressed in the Harvard 
Theological Review the all-importance 
of emotionalism in Catholicism and the 
fact that the Jesuits made capital of 
it. Speaking of the extreme difficulty of 
the Protestant to understand the ter- 
ror of Catholic emotionalism, he says: 

“Has the thought of hell made him 

shiver, and the consecrated wafer made 

him thrill? He who cannot realistically 
imagine these experiences does not 
know the abc’s of Catholicism, in the 
mastery whereof lies the deepest secret 
of the power of the Jesuits; for their 


ascendancy is rooted in their hold on 
the fears and aspirations of Catholic 
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piety as directed in the confessional.” 
How the confessional opens the way 
to utter passivity on the part of the 
penitent and to complete dominance on 
the part of the confessor is well put by 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica (V, 486, 
1th ed.), in its article on casuistry : 


























“The medieval mind was only too prone 
to look on morality as a highly techni- 
cal art . .. What could wayfaring men 
possibly do but cling to their priest 
with a ‘blind and unexpressed faith’? 
Catholicism increasingly took for grant- 
ed that a man imperiled his soul by 
thinking for himself.” 

























The Jesuits rightly reasoned that 
the only way to get crucial control over 
the use of confessionals everywhere was 
by making the ‘practice of the confes- 
sional’ into a theological science spon- 
sored and dominated by their Order. 
This they accomplished, and the new 
‘seience’ became known as casuistry or 
moral theology. After creating moral 
heology and managing to monopolize 
’ Wits teaching, they likewise succeeded in 
the further task of imposing it on the 
whole church and making it the sole 
guide of all priests in the hearing of 
confessions. Count Paul von Hoens- 
broech, former Jesuit priest and dis- 
tinguished German scholar, emphasizes 
the extent and meaning of this Jesuit 
master stroke when he writes: 





















“There is no domain in which Jesu- 
itism has succeeded so completely in 
forcing its domination on Catholi- 
cism as that of moral theology. . 
The domination of the private and 
public life of Catholics by means of 
the confessional... has been mainly 
brought about by the moral theolo- 
gians of the Jesuit Order. The pres- 
ent-day Catholic morality is penetra- 
ted throughout with Jesuit moral- 
ity. ? 







































1 Harvard Theological Review, Suly 1914, 
page 360. Dr. Rockwell’s distinguished ca- 
er is given in Who’s Who. 
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It would not have mattered particu- 
larly who controlled the Catholie con- 
fessional, were it not for the fact that 
it not only lowered Catholic morality 
but was strategically used for just that 
purpose. This formal misuse of the con- 
fessional arose with the Jesuits. A brief 
historical picture of just how it came 
about is given in the Cambridge Mod- 
ern History (V, 81): 


**But a Church, ridden by the spirit 
of efficiency, is likely to end in frank 
utilitarianism; and during the 17th 
century there was a continually- 
smoldering contest between the Jesu- 
its and divines of a less worldly 
school as to exactly how far utility 
should be allowed to go. The great 
fight was over the confessional. 
Should priests pitch their standards 
high or low? 


‘The Jesuits argued that severity 
scared many away altogether—a con- 

' tingency the more to be regretted in 
the case of the rich and influential. 
Accordingly they began a campaign 
to force confessors to be lax. The 
famous doctrine of probabilism—first 
broached about the beginning of the 
17th century—made it grave sin in 
the priest to refuse absolution, if 
there were any good reason for giv- 
ing it. And to determine what such 
‘good reason’ was fell to the Jesuit 
Escobar and the Casuists. These 
writers developed a whole system of 
expedients for protecting the peni- 
tent from a too-zealous confessor. 
The kind of question he might ask is 
earefully defined. He must not cast 
about for general information as to 
the penitent’s disposition, as would 
a physician... He must always lean 
toward the most ‘benign’ interpreta- 
tion of the law; and for his guid- 
ance casuistry ran many an ingeni- 
ous coach-and-four through incon- 
venient enactments.’’ 


Emphasis on the magic power of con- 
fession and absolution grew in propor- 
tion to the increasing laxity of the pen- 
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itents. If the penitent had no real sor- 
row or intention of reforming his life, 
it was only natural that the magic of 
absolution would come to be looked up- 
on as the source of pardon and forgive- 
ness. This demoralizing influence is 
pointed out by the Encyclopaedia Brit- 
tannica (V, 487) when it says: 
“The less the Church could expect from 
its penitents, the more it was driven to 
trust the miraculous efficiency of sacra- 
mental grace, Once get a sinner to con- 
fession, and the whole work was done. 
However bad his natural disposition, 
the magical words of absolution would 
make him a new man... Human na- 
ture seldom resists the charms of a 
fixed standard—least of all when it is 
applied by a live judge in a visible 
court. If the priest must be satisfied 
with so little, why be at the trouble of 
offering more?” 


ORIGIN AND NATURE OF CASUISTRY 


Jesuit casuistry, known today simply 
as Catholic moral theology, is largely 
the creation of passionate Spanish 
Jesuits with the fire of the Inquisition 
still in their veins. Their plan was to 
find a way that would make it easy and 
attractive to be and remain a Catholic. 
This was very necessary in Spain where 
Catholicism was too corrupt to gener- 
ate an Evangelical Reformation. 


It was also necessary at that time to 
find a way out of the old system of 
Catholic laxity and moral corruption 
that prevailed up till the Reformation, 
and at the same time to resist the in- 
fluence of the Reformation started by 
Martin Luther in Germany and else- 
where. The task was to find a formula 
of morality as equally convenient as 
the old one, but so subtle and intricate 
that its laxity would not show through. 
This whole strategy behind the inven- 
tion of casuistry is well explained by 
the Encyclopaedia Brittannica (V, 
486) as follows: 
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‘‘But the casuists were drawn, 
most to a man, from Italy and Spai 
the two countries least alive to 
spirit of the Reformation; and mg 
of them were Jesuits, the Order th 
set out to be nothing Protestantig 
was, and everything that Protestant, 
ism was not. Hence they were 
lutely opposed to any idea of 
form. . . 


“On the other hand, they would ¢e 
tainly lose their hold on the laitys™ 
unless some sort of change wenp'!

The brilliant historian, John Adding- 
Symonds, gives a keen analysis of 
subtle process by which the Jesuit 
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moral laxity, while at the same time 
glorifying abstract virtue in the pulpit. 
He explains it as clearly as any Jesuit 
in one of his volumes that is considered 
a classical reference work in all uni- 
versities :*) 


“It was the Jesuit Order’s aim to 
control the conscience by direction 
and confession, and especially the 
consciences of princes, women, and 
youths in high position. To do so by 
plain speaking and honest dealing 
was clearly dangerous. The world 
had had enough of Dominican aus- 
terity... You must certainly tell peo- 
ple then that indulgence in sensual- 
ity, falsehood, fraud, violence, covet- 
ousness and tyrannical oppression is 
unconditionally wrong. 


THE CONFESSIONAL.

‘‘ease’’ is given in a work for semina- 
rians to teach them how to solve moral 
problems. There are hundreds of such 
cases given in Gury’s work or other 
similar volumes. This one is taken from 
volume I, page 183, of his Casus Con- 
scientiae: 


‘Anna had committed adultery; she 
replied first of all to her husband, 
who was suspicious and questioned 
her, that she had not broken her mar- 
riage bond; the second time, she re- 
plied, after she had been absolved 
from her sin, ‘I am not guilty of 
such a erime;’ finally, the third time, 
because her husband pressed her still 
further, she flatly denied the adul- 
tery and said, ‘I have not committed 
it,’ because she understood by this, 
‘such adultery as I should be obliged 
to reveal’, or ‘I have not committed 
adultery which is to be revealed to 
you.’ Is Anna to be condemned ? 


‘‘Anna can be justified from. false- 
hood in the threefold case which has 
been mentioned. For, in the first 
ease, she could say that she had not 
broken the marriage bond, because 
it was still in existence. In the sec- 
ond case, she could say that she was 
innocent of adultery, since her con- 
science was no longer burdened with 
it after confession and the receiving 
of absolution, because she had the 

- moral certainty that this had been 
forgiven. Indeed she could make the 
assertion under oath, according to 
the general opinion of theologians, 
plus that of Liguori, Lessius, the Sal- 
maticenses, and Suarez. In the third 
ease, she could, in the probable view, 
still deny having committed adultery 
in the sense that she was obliged to 
reveal it to her husband.’’ 
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MORAL DEGENERACY 
BY CASUISTRY 


Casuistry is demoralizing, not only 
to the layman who finds that he easily 
receives absolution regardless of his 
way of life, but also to the priest who 
soon learns to apply to his own con 
science the methods he uses on others 
The consequences become even worse, 
when we stop to realize that in reading 
moral theology, in the words of Sy. 
monds, ‘‘men vowed to celibacy probe 
the foulest labyrinths of sexual im. 
purity.’’ 


It is not surprising to find that casu- 
istry has been denounced in the strong. 
est terms by those who are able to read 
the treatisesgon moral theology that 
are written only in Latin.* Catholia 
as well as Protestants join in the con 
demnation. The saintly Bishop de Pala. 
fox was one of.these. So too was the 
great intellectual and liberal ecclesias 
tic, Paul Sarpi. In France Abbot de 
Raneé, founder of the Trappist Order, 
in his Letters (p. 358) says: 


“The morality of the Jesuits is so com 
rupt, their principles are so opposed to 
the sanctity of the Gospels . . . that 
nothing is more painful to me than t 
see how my name is used to give auth 
ority to opinions which I detest with my 
whole heart.” 


Johann Adam Moehler, a Catholie 


“priest and celebrated Catholic theole 


gian of the last century, declared: 


“Casuistry is the atomism of Christian 
morality . . . and has had a poisonow 
effect on the innermost being of Chris 


ternals that they also conceived of the 
.

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Church primarily as a State.’’4 


Lord Acton, a Catholic and father of 
the Cambridge Modern History, was 
one of the greatest historians of the 
last century. Speaking of the Jesuit 
Order he says: 


“Tt matters not what cause we take 
up, provided we defend it well—that 
is [Jesuit] Probabilism. It matters 
not what wrong we do in a good 
cause—that again is the maxim that 
the end justifies the means, which 
like Probabilism, was just then in 
the ascendancy. It matters not wheth- 
er the cause for which we sin is re- 
ligion or policy—even that is paral- 
leled by the way in which the French 
Jesuits... supported Richelieu in his 
alliance with the Protestants in the 
Thirty Years’ War.’’* 


The distinguished scholar, Dr. Adolph 
Harnack of the University of Berlin, 
on page 102 of the above-quoted vol- 
ume, excoriates casuistry. The Ency- 
clopaedia of Religion and Ethics (III, 
240) finds his words worth quoting and 
prefaces them with the remark: ‘¢The 
decisive terms to which an authority so 
great as Harnack commits himself may 
serve to show why casuistry has dis- 
appeared from the Protestant world 
and from scientific ethics.’? The words 
of Harnack himself are as follows: 


““By the aid of Probabilism the Jesu- 
it Order understood how in particu- 
lar cases to transform almost all 
deadly sins into venial sins. It went 
on giving directions on how to wal- 
low in filth, to confound conscience, 
and, in the confessional, to wipe out

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sin with sin. The comprehensive eth- 
ical handbooks of the Jesuits are in 
part monstrosities of abomination 
and storehouses of execrable sins and 
filthy habits, the description and 
treatment of which provoke an out- 
ery of disgust. 

‘“The most shocking things are here 
dealt with in a brazen-faced way by 
unwedded priests.... often enough 
with the view of representing the 
most disgraceful things as pardon- 
able, and of showing the most har- 
dened transgressors a way in which 
they may still always obtain the 
peace of the Church... 

‘But all the greater appears the con- 
fusing influence of the religious sys- 
tem of which they were servants, 
when it was capable of producing 
such licentious subtleties and such a 
perverse estimate of moral princi- 
ples... And all this too in the name 
of Christ... for one of the interests 
lying at the base of this system of 
immorality, no one can deny, was to 
maintain and strengthen the exter- 


nal grasp and power of ecclesiasti- 
eism.”’ 


It is only an understanding of Cath- 
olie casuistry that enables us to realize 
how it is possible for Catholics to re- 
main in excellent standing, sacramen- 
tal and social, in their church, while 
habitually defying church laws laid 
down as binding under penalty of eter- 
nal damnation. A case in point that 
applies to most adult Catholics in 
America is the church laws on birth 
control. According to church teaching, 
the practice of birth control is a mortal 
sin of a most henious and unnatural 
kind. Whoever habitually practices it 
cannot obtain valid absolution or re- 
ceive communion. That is Catholic the- 
ory before casuistry goes to work on it. 
Actually the figures of birth control 
clinies and other statistics show that 
nearly all Catholics practice birth con- 
trol. Nonetheless they continue to re- 
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ceive absolution and communion regu- 
larly, enjoying excellent church stand- 
ing. This is the presto-chango of Cath- 
olic morality... what is condemned in 
theory is lived out in practice. The 
church turns its head the other way 
and pretends not to notice it. It could 
reserve this ‘sin’ to the bishop, as it 
does marriage before a Protestant min- 
ister, making it embarrassing to con- 
fess it and difficult to obtain absolution 
for it. But it doesn’t. It knows that half 
the Catholics would leave the church if 
it enforced such a law, so the church 
nullifies its laws in practice committing 
one evil ‘to prevent a greater evil,’ in 
accordance with one of the principles 
of easuistry. 


CONCLUSION 


The imposition of Jesuit morality 
upon the whole Catholic church loses 
much of its meaning if it is considered 
as an isolated fact. It was only part of 


the Jesuit master plan to centralize 
the Catholic church and thus obtain, 


through domination of the Papal 
curia, a whip hand over church dogma 
and morals, appointments and politics. 
The Jesuit cavalcade is briefly describ- 
ed as follows in the above-quoted arti- 
ele by Dr. Rockwell: 


‘Certainly the definition of the dog- 
ma of the Immaculate Conception in 
1854, the Syllabus in 1864, the defi- 
nition of papal infallibility and ab- 
solute sovereignty in 1870, the con- 
demnation of Modernism in 1907, 
and at this very moment the codifi- 
eation of canon law by the centraliz- 
ed authority of a papal autocracy 
based on <livine right—these are 
monuments to the principle for which 
the Jesuits have contended on their 
march to power.”’ 


That was in 1912. The power of the 
Jesuits over the worldwide Roman 
Catholic church has since become so 
absolute and unchallengeable that it 
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has swept away Italian dominance of 
the College of Cardinals, knowing that 
it now has over every Catholic country 
the same dominance that in former cen. 
turies it had over Italy alone. 


But of all the corruptions the Jesp 
its: practiced in their march to power 
that of casuistry was the most perver. 
ted and the most disastrous. Particular. 
ly applicable to them are the word 
that the distinguished President of th 
United States and international schol 
ar, John Adams, wrote to Thomas Jef. 
ferson in condemnation of the priest 
hood : 


‘‘My opinion is that there would 
never have been an infidel, if there had 
never been a priest. The artificial strue 
tures they have built on the purest of 
all moral systems for the purpose of 
deriving from it pence and power, re 
volt those who think for themselves and 
who read in that system only what # 
really there.’’ ® 


But in this question of Catholicism’ 
mor&l code, as in all other aspects of it 
organization and activities; we must 
not rush to the conclusion that it is al 
arranged consciously for sinister pur 
poses. To the Jesuit policy-makers of 
the Catholic church the control of con 
sciences is essential to sustain and it 
erease the church’s dominance in th 
world. The manner in which morals ar 
controlled matters little to them, sine 
it is a necessary means to the attain 
ment of what they consider the loftiest 
ideal in God’s whole creation. 


In the words of Harnack quoted 
above, this glorious ideal is ‘‘to mai 
tain and strengthen the external grasp 
and power of ecclesiasticism.’’

CATHOLICS SAY: 


“‘The Lord Jesus, on the night in 
which he was betrayed, took bread and 
giving thanks, broke it and said ‘This 
és my body which shall be given up 
for you, do this in remembrance of 


me.’ ”’ 


‘‘In like manner also the cup after 
all had supped, saymg: ‘‘This cup is 
the new covenant in my blood, do this 
im remembrance of me’’ Cor. 11:24, 25 

““Amen, amen, I say to you, unless 
you eat the flesh of the Son of Man 
and drink his blood, you shall not have 
life in you’’ John 6:54, 55 

The Roman Catholic church has al- 
ways interpreted these passages in a 
strictly literal sense, to prove the dog- 
ma of transubstantiation. 


The Council of Trent decreed (Can- 
on 2): 

“Tf anyone... shall deny that wonder- 
ful and singular conversion of the 
whole substance of the bread into the 
body, and of the whole substance of 
the wine into the blood, the outward 
forms of the bread and wine still re- 
maining, which conversion the Catholic 
church most aptly calls transubstanti- 
ation—let him be accursed.”’ 


In plain language the Roman church 
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teaches that the bread and wine a 
truly, really, and substantially ce 
verted into the body, blood, soul az 
deity of Christ. 


ANSWER: 


If Roman Catholics take Christ’ 
words literally when He said: ‘‘Thi 
is my body’’ why do they not take Hi 
words literally when He says in th 
same passage ‘‘ This cup is the new cop 
enant’’ (testament) ? Was the cup lit 
erally the new Testament? Again, if 
they take literally the words, ‘‘This @ 
my body’’ why not take literally th 
other words: ‘‘I have greatly desired tp 
eat this passover with you before I suf. 
fer?’’ Did Christ eat his own body? He 
ate the lamb, which was in commemoe 
ration of the Jewish passover. He ate 
and gave the bread to his disciples t 
eat, and likewise the wine to drink 
order to commemorate (in remem.

drink this cup, you proclaim the death 
of the Lord until He comes’’ Cor. 11: 
26 


The words ‘‘Do this m remembrane 
of me’’ and ‘‘as often as you shall eat, 
you proclaim the death of the Lord wu 
til He comes,’’ clearly -prove that the 
Last Supper is only a commemoration 
of Christ who is bodily absent, other 
wise how could it be done in remem. 
brance of Him, if He were present in 
body, blood, soul and deity ? How could 
it proclaim the death of the Lord wm 
til He comes if He were already pre 
ent with His body, blood, soul and ¢ 
ity on the altar? 


The apostles evidently understood 
these words of our Lord as we do, it 
a figurative sense. They knew that the 
words ‘‘this passover’’ did not meat 
the literal passover, and that the words 
‘*This is my body’’ did not mean the 
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literal body, but the commemoration 
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It would have been contrary to the 
law of the Jews to drink blood, espe- 
cially human blood. 


In fact, not even from Peter’s lips 
escaped an exclamation, a question. 
And yet, according to Roman Catholic 
teaching, he and the other disciples ate 
and drank human flesh, human blood! 

Remember Peter’s vision of the great 
sheet when Peter protested he had nev- 
er tasted meat with suffocated blood.

> IN ANSWER to the unanimous refusal 
of the UNO to admit the Franco regime, 
the Spanish dictator addressed a large 
gathering at Segovia last February 9. Ac- 
ording to a report of his speech in the 

Y. Times of February 10, the crowd re- 
ponded with a “roar of applause” when 
Franco declared: “The outside world does 
not want our experiment to succeed be- 
cause it is strictly a Catholic and a Span- 
ish experiment.” Other nations, he said, 
had accomplished only a “material revolu- 
tion,” but Spain had accomplished a “spiri- 
tual revolution.” 


> SECRETARY OF STATE Byrnes’ refusal 
to publish “the contents of Franco-Hitler- 
Mussolini correspondence” gave great en- 
couragement to Franco’s supporters, ac- 
cording to a wireless dispatch from Ma- 
drid in the N. Y. Times of February 2. 
Startling excerpts were eventually publish- 
ed on March 5. 


>IT WAS NOTED in the N. Y. ‘Times’ 
February 16 that the French Govern- 
ent gave the cold shoulder to Archbishop 
Spellman and other Cardinals-designate 
when they stopped off in Paris on their 
way to Rome. U. S. Ambassador Caffery 
on hand to greet them, but no rep- 
sentative of the French government, 
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>» THE JESUIT, Edmund Walsh, regent 
of the Jesuit School for Foreign Service 
in Washington, D. C., has been serving 
on the staff of U. S, Prosecutor Robert I. 
Jackson at the Nuremberg trials of the 
20 top-flight Nazis. According to an AP 
report of November 25 in the ‘Tampa 
Tribune,’ Walsh was appointed for the 
special task of presenting the case of the 
Catholic church and translating corres- 
pondence between the Vatican and the 
Nazi government. He has in this way se- 
cured the complete whitewashing of the 
Vatican's relations with the Nazis. 


» PLANS to use Vatican City as the center 
of a world-wide Nazi espionage ring were 
revealed in the captured files of Dr. Ru- 
dolph Gnauk, according to The Grooper, 
weekly newspaper of the U. S. military gov- 
ernment in Berlin, of last January 26. As 
reported in the N. Y. Times of January 27, 
the Vatican’s cooperation was sought in 
return for special concessions to the Cath- 
olic church by the Nazi regime. The Groop- 
er stated that Gnauk’s files did not reveal 
how far the project was advanced. 


» IN PORTUGAL, the one attempt to 
fight for freedom against Catholic dicta- 
tor Salazar has been crushed. On Febru- 
ary 8, according to a Reuters dispatch 
from Lisbon in the N. Y. ‘Post,’ police 
closed and sealed the headquarters of the 
‘Democratic Unity’ movement, which was 
an abortive effort to rally the forces of 
freedom in opposition to Salazar’s regime, 


» THE REFORMATION SUNDAY sermon 
of Rev. Martin L. Goslin, pastor of the 
Franklin Street Congregational Church in 
Manchester, N. H., was barred from the air 
because radio station officials objected to 
“unpleasant references to the Roman Cath- 
olic church.” Among such “references” was 
Dr. Goslin’s description of Martin Luther’s 
attack on indulgences as “hammer bloas 
that rang out on the crisp October air as 
he challenged the grafting malicious rep- 
resentative of the hierarchy to debate.. 
one swift hammer blow that questioned the 
authority of. men to dominate the God- 
given spirit of their fellow men.” Continu- 
ing, Dr. Goslin also said: “If you read the 
advertisement of the Purgatorian Society 
of Boston you would wonder if the way of 
death has yet been stopped by the organ- 
ization of the Papacy...” 


» THE RUSSIAN NEWSPAPER Izvestia’s 
charges against two of Rome’s new cardi- 
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nals, Spellman of New York and Griffin of 
London, were very feebly answered by the 
Vatican newspaper Osservatore Romano, 
which admitted Spellman’s defense of Fran- 
co and of the Vatican’s friendship with 
Japan right after Pearl Harbor. In its 
reply, published in all newspapers here on 
January 29, the Vatican newspaper tried 
to excuse Spellman by stating that he like- 
wise defended the Vatican for not launch- 
ing an anti-Soviet campaign. “The same 
ean be said of Archbishop Griffin,” it sta- 
ted. Izvestia had also charged that the 32 
cardinals were selected “to spread reaction- 
ary policies throughout the world.” 


» SEVERAL Argentine newspapers were 
publicized by the U. S. Embassy in Buenos 
Aires on January 18 as having been sub- 
sidized by the Nazis. Among them is the 
Catholic newspaper ‘El Pueblo,’ which, 
according to the N. Y. Times’ report, re- 
ceived 3,000 pesos a month from the 
Nazis. Information was received from 
captured “top secret’ Nazi documents, 
and all the accused newspapers have been 
Dictator Peron’s stanchest backers.
